We have always recommended the oost inonej 
known to the civilized world, and we uigo that 
efforts should be made to unite all the com- 
mercial nations in the cstablishmeot oi an in- 
ternational standard, which shall hx ior all 
the relative value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations of commerce with foreign 
nations and between the States Is one of the 
most important prerogatives of the general 
Government, and the Republican party dls- 
tinotly announces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently carry 
out the constitutional power of Congress over 
Interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation of 
railroad corporations is a wise and salutary
